What happened on this hand is 
what happens every time a player 
fluctuates between optimism and 
pessimism. North’s take-out double 
was, of course, horrible. Undoubted- 
jy he realised this fact and, when 
South’s two no trump response was 
doubled and redoubled, just couldn’t 
stand the gaff. I cannot say that I 
blame him for feeling that such a 
contract might meet a fate worse 
‘than death, butsthe point is that he 
should have thought of that in the 
first place. 

I must say, however, that I don’t 


‘know exactly what caused the ‘con- 


troversy between North and South, 
since the penalty could not have 
been very bad. Three. clubs was not 
doubled: and at 100 points a trick 
there should have been no holocaust. 
It is interesting to note that the one 
good contract available to North- 
South was virtually impossible. to 
reach by logical bidding methods. I 
refer, of course, to hearts. Looking 
at the combined hands any one 
would prefer a ‘three ‘heart contract

“Dangerous: 


You'll find a few answers 
below which may keep you 
out of trouble 


“By C. WHITAKER WILSON’ 


1 HAVE come to the conclusion that 

’ it is a‘marvel any of us keep out 
of jail. It is perfectly amazing 
what we can be had up for. Ob- 
viously we are not allowed to punch 
one. another’s noses with impunity 
~-which is perhaps a pity; but it is 
surprising what the law really is 
about these things. I have been 
tickled to death on reading a book 
about law, particularly the law re- 
garding assault. I think the fellows 
who framed those laws cannot have 
had a grain of humour in their com- 
position. 

Now, if you hit anyone — but I 
am going too fast. I haven't got 
-anywhere near that yet. If you s0 
much as raise your flat hand and 
look as though you are about to 
smack someone’s face, you can be 
had up for assault. And you may 
have to pay five pounds or undergo 
two: months’ imprisonment. 

If you actually go so far as to 
ssmack someone’s~face, that is not 
‘only assault, but battery. And bat- 
tery is a serious offence in this coun- 
try. Every battery includes an 
assault, but every- assault does not 
include a battery. ‘So you must be 
‘careful as to which you employ. 

At one time naughty words con- 
stituted an assault; now they don’t. 

‘'They are merely naughty words and 
must be dealt with as such. So 
long as you do not say very naughty 
words in public, you can tell a man 
what you think of him... ‘You can 
annoy him somuchthathe will lose 
his temper and raise his hand to 
‘smack your face.’ Then you can, 
provided you can prove it all—a 
witness is best for this—proceed 
against him and have him dealt 
with suitably. ee . 

That is rather jolly, because you 
“win hands down! -You-have had the 
privilege of calling him a silly man, 
‘or something even worse than that; 
-and when he . became so enraged 
that he threatened to smack your 
face—well, that is all you ‘wanted, 
‘surely? Our laws are really won- 
-derfully protective. 

You must, on the other hand, 
never threaten a man with so much 


‘as a lead pencil, much less the um- - 


brella you borrowed from your 
wife’s cousin last week. Such 
‘‘weapons are considered dangerous 
in the eyes of English law. If you 
want to do that sort of thing you 
must go to America. In Texas _ it 
has been ruled that an assault with 
‘a knife is not necessarily an 
‘aggravated assault. An. axe,, even, 
is not considered a deadly weapon 
there. 

Very good ruling that! 
‘would ever consider an axe a dead-~ 
Iy weapon, except perhaps in the 
hand of an executioner? In Texas 
neither pistols nor brass knuckles 
were regatded as being deadly 
‘weapons — at least until 1904, when 
they did alter the ruling about pis- 
tols. It was held in court that:a 
man might do senantaly oe

with a pistol. But until then nothing 
less than a machine-gun or a naval. 
cannon was considered | dangerous. 
All of which proves how relative 
these things are. 

On the other hand, if you go to 
America and chance to be annoyed 
with someone, you must not ride 
your horse threateningly near him; 
if you do that is an assault. Neither 
must you ride your bicycle full at 
him with the direct intention of 
knocking him off the one he is 
riding. So do be careful if you hap- 
pen to go over to Texas for your 
summer holidays. 

Above all, remember that if you 


‘ do any of these things you may be 


sued for a tort; that is to say, a 
‘Mvrongful act which in itself gives 
rise..to legal action. So that if you 
get annoyed with. your, neighbour 


. and set your dog on him, that is as-_ 


_sault and battery upon the man. I 
don’t know what it is on the dog, 
but the whole thing amounts to a 


: tort. 


Which, as I have said, is serious. 
Very much s0, because a baby is 


. liable for his torts in the eyes of the 


law, but not for his contracts. So 
that if your infant..goes and socks 
the baby next door, it seems that he 
is liable: to-be had. up and be cross- 
examined in court. On the other 
hand, if he bets the milkman ten 
bob over something,.and the milk- 


* man ‘wins, the: baby can refuse to 


pay, and the milkman can’t do any~ 
thing about: it.

ERE Is a letter from a Finnish 

soldier on the Lapland front. 
Yesterday, by chance, part of this 
letler wos communicated to me by 
hig slater in Helsinki. 


“Dear Sister, I write to you as well 
as to mother to make sure that one 
of you learns whut I am in need of 
here, I need (1) a big Mauser. re- 
volver, calibre nind. If you are un- 
able to get this slze und if you can 
find a Nagan revolver or a big Colt 
pistol, send that, with at least u 
hundred cartridges. My Mauser was 
broken yesterday in a hand-to-hand 
light so thot it cannot be used and 
now, as you. know, your brother's 
life is depending on his knife, (2) 1 
need chocolate bars, just of the usual 
size, but many of them. .(3) You 
could also send me now and then 
some underwear, because we can 
scarcely wash the used ones in this 
cold and we cannot curry them with 
ux, but send them quickly. 

My Company has been fighting 
very well and I um very proud of it. 

Yesterday, in the hand-to-hand 
fight I was separated from my men 
and surrounded by Bolshevists. Three 
of them, armed with automatic pis- 
tols, started hunting me.I killed two 
of them and the third turned and 
ran away. Thank heaven for that! It 
was very lucky for me, because by 
that time my old pistol, which was

not very good, as you know, was 80 
hot that it broke to pieces. With all

on skis, as we had to find two of our

‘MAN, GOEBBELS 


‘ London, Yesterday. 

THERE IS PRACTICALLY no comment in the 
morning newspapers on the speech in which 
Dr. Goebbels on Friday, standing on the very 
ground the invasion of which by the German 
armies set Europe alight with the flames of 
.war, quaintly described the Allies’ reluctant 
_ taking up of arms in defence of the liberties of 
small and great nations alike, in following 
terms: 


“They went into this war with loud trumpet-blasts 
, and threw a declaration of war at our feet with 
the pride of a Spaniard.”” 


The cool and calculuted impudence 
with which Nazi speakers pervert - 


‘ly days, call forth the unwill- 
in tribute of amazement .and 
amus¢ment from observers here. 
But repetition, the technique has 
lost its power to ‘evoke elther sur- 
prise or argument.

was destroyed.

Tolvajarvi enters the history books 
nn the first great Finnish victory of

It js impossible now to give total 
figures even upproximating the truc 
number of the Russian dend on the 
shores of Lake Tolva, but on every 
Kinnd one sees evidence of 4 major 
Balshevik disaster. 


FROZEN CORPSES 


For the first time since the Russo- 
Finnish war began, foreign corres= 
pandents have come to enstern Fin- 
Jand. 

We have travelled the narrow read 
from Lake Tolva to Lake Agia, We 
have seen the roadside.in the forest 
strewn with countless frozen corpses 
of Russians... We have seen and 
counted more than 14 disabled: So- 
vict tanks, We have learned — that 
three Russlan divisions porticlpated 
Jn the savage hontilitles of the twin 
battles of Tolvajarvl and Aglaharvi. 
We have seen where the Reds were 
decimated and driven back for a solid 
twenty miles from thelr farthest 
point of penetration on the castern 
shore of Luke Tolva, 

Now most of the dramatic story 
can be told, beginning with the first 
oMcial figures of the Sovict losses in 
the battle of Tolvajarvi. In this 
battle alone, one Red division was 
virtually destroyed and only a hand- 
ful of men escaped death from either 
the machine-gun artillery fire or 
frost. 


BOLSHEVIK LOSSES 


In additlon, the Bolshevist losses 
were: 39 tanks, 3 armoured cars, 14 
field guns, 16 anti-tank guns, 216 
heavy machine-guns, 86 Hight ma- 
chine-guns, 1580 rifles, 700 prisoners 
taken by the Finns.

They also had their artil- 
lery and machine-guns hidden In the 
forest on both ends so that they could 
teach the narrow peninsula | which 
forms the waistline of the figure 
eight. In the night, two Finnish

Throughout history, one of the 
important war-time problems hns al- 
ways beon—WHAT ‘TO DO WITH 
THE FACE. é 

From the earlicst times, the face 
has been regarded os of special use 
in warfare, generally as a foe- 
frightener. The usual custom was to 
nid the natural ferocity of repulsive- 
ness of the dial, when necessary, by 
camouflage. 

Tho Japanese, for example, used 
to go into battic wearing hideous 
maaks, and the only Japanese joke 
Ive ever heard was one about a 
returning warrlor who, told to take 
his mask off now that the war was 
over, replicd, “What mask?” 

. Such face-amplifiers had thelr ad- 
vantages. Behind them, a man could 
give his face a day off. While the 
mosk wos at work upsetting the 
enemy’s peace of mind, he could 
laugh ot the sergcant-major and put 
out his tongue at the O.C. But, as 
time went on, masks were abandon- 
ed, und the face was left to do its 
own dirty work. 

Records show that during the Mid- 
dle Ages, before the use of explo- 
sives made it possible to kill a man 
at a distance, irrespective of one's 
fentures, the face appears to have 
been regarded as a voluable auxiliary 
weapon for the infantry. 


" According to Shakespeare, Henry | 


V. attached great military importance 
to the face. At. the most critical mo- 
ment of the slege of Harfleur, he 
seemed to have been more concern 
ed about the ‘correct disposition of 
his army's features than about ony- 
thing clse. He sald:— 

“Disguise fale nature with hard- 
favoured rage, Lend the eye a ter- 
ribfe aspect. Let it pry through 
the portage of the ‘head like the 
brass cannon. Let the brow o'er- 
whelm it ap fearfully as doth a» 
galled rock o’er hang and jutty Its 
confounded base, awilled by the 
witd. and wasteful coean. Now set 
the tecth and stretch the nostrils 
wide. . .” And ao on. 

No portraits have come down to us 
of these shipwrecking pans, so we do 
not know whether any fifteenth cen- 
tury soldier ever did succeed in look- 
Ing Nke o windy day at Land's End. 


But there is no doubt that the’ foot- - 


slogger of those days had to learn 
face-frlghtfulness, as well os archery 
and pike-drill, It would be interest-

There is no reason to believe, 
however, that the face was ever In- 
tended to .be used primarily as a 
Iethol weapon. Doubtless there al- 
ways were, os there are sillll, faces 
guaranteed to Kill at five paces, But 
that was not thelr main function. | 

The face was aimed, not at the 
enemy's physique, but at his morale. 
The idea was to.demorallse him by 
conveying the impressfon thet the 
wearer of the deployed nostrils was 
a creature of more than human fero- 
city who, when not occupied in ad- 
vancing into breaches, passed *his 
time chewing broken bottles and de- 
vouring his young.

The wenkness of: this position was 
revealed during the last war, In spite 
of the Kuser'’s great efforts, the 
German colonics were lost almost as 
soon us the war started. It Is usc- 
less for Germany to build a navy 
unless it surpasses that of Grent 
Britain, and this it cannot do, with- 
out o great war in which she must 
be successful. As that war must 
take place before such superiority 
con be achieved her chances of suc- 
cess are poor. Apart from that how- 
ever the cost of maintaining the 
greatest army and the greatest navy 
In the world would prove an intoler- 
able burden, to present day Ger- 
many. 


A Virtue Of 
Necessity 


Hitler faced the situation reaolisti- 
cally and accepted the position of 
naval inferiority to Great Britain 
and so made a virtuc out of necessity. 
He, of course, made the point that 
this noble gesture on his part was 
fin the cause of peaceful relations 
with Britain. It was, llke all his 
agreements, a temporary arrange- 
ment to enable him to carry out his 
expanionist policy on land, and would 
have been denounced as soon as it 
suited his convenience. 

But the development of a great 
German navy after the war would 
not have been an easy matter even 
If financial or political considerations 
had not entered into the question, 
since the collapse of Germany in the

Air Enthusiasm 


It was on this that Germany's en-

Personal Factor 
The. important thing in every 
action whether on land or sea is 
the ‘spirit of those engaged in the 
struggle.

This saying 
ot the great Prussian military writer 
Clausewitz has been the motto of the 
German General Staff since the de- 
feat of 1918, When the Refchswohr 
[dreamed of having thelr revenge for 
‘| Versailles, they envisaged the pos- 
sibility of enlisting the Sovict Union 
os o revisionist factor in the fight 
ngainst the Western Pdwers. Tho 
pact with Stalln which Hitler con- 
cluded In August. 1939, that dinbolleat 
partnership with Bolshevism, had for 
twenty years figured in tho pro- 
gramme of the Relchswehr strate- 
Rists. The German General Staff had 
worked for this consummation with 
the thoroughness inherent in their 
race.

The reception in the Sovict Em- 
bassy in Berlin In February 1933 re- 
maine unforgettable. His Excellency 
M. Keestinski opened the doors of his 
palace !n Unter den Linden by ecle- 
brating the 1905 Revolution. Natlonal 
Socialiam had been in office for hard- 
ly four weeks. Few were as yet aware 
what policy it would adopt. There 
was still .a kind of seml-legality 
which masked the transition to a full 
Dictatorship. The Reichstag had not 
yet been burnt down. 

Some five hundred persons, diplo- 
mats, Journnlists, high officials, scien- 
tists and professors came together in 
this fine old building, replete with its 
souvensra of the Congress of Berlin, 
of Disraeli, Bismarck and Gortschn- 
kow, The atmosphere was sinister—~ 
almost portentous, for in this great 
guthering there were significant gaps 
—vf the German Ministers who were 
usually to be met at the Sovict Em- 
bussy neither Neuroth, nor Goebbels, 
nor Schwerln-Krosigk had appeared 
at the invitation of the Moscow dilplo- 
mat, These absences were noticed, The 
Wilhelmstrasse hnd confined itself to 
delegating very minor officials to re- 
present it. It was clear that Germany 
was not officially present, and, ut the 
sume time, thut the members of the 
Reichswehr were more numerous 
than ever. Three, four, five Gencrals 
with thelr red-striped fleld grey unl- 
forms, hulf-a-dozen colonels, two 
admirals, gave thelr note of colour 
to the dark-clothed moss of civilians. 

The Soviet Press Chief, Mironow, 
who has gince been shot in Moscow, 
drew iy attentlon to this pheno- 
menon. Even the Commander-tin- 
Chief, General von Hammerstein, 
had .appeared. Chance willed that I 
had a few words with him, and 1 
ventured thé ironical observation: 
“Les amis de nos amis ne sont pits 
toujours nos amis” (The friends of 
our friends are. not alwnys our 
friends). The German general 
hesitated for a moment, then smiled: 
“Why should I not show myself 
here? Those newly in power will 
follow ‘sult one day. There is one 
thing of which you can be convinced. 
The purty programmes of the day are 
of less importance than the necessl- 
tics of National Socialism.” 

A friend who was standing near 
Started nervously on hearing — this 
heresy. I myself was less surprised, 
for five months earlier, I had heard 
similar views volced by General von 
Schlefcher, at thut {ime Minlster of 
the Reichswehr and luter Chancellor 
of the Reich. When speaking of the 
Geneva Disurmament Conference, 
Schleicher had explained:

Most of them are, but importont 
items of news still trickle through to 
the outside world, the writers often 
using the simplest devices to fool the 
censor, 

Here are un few typicul and genuine 
examples:

When Hitler upset thousands of 
Baltic-Germans by ordering them 
fo return to the Reich, some of 
them invented Ingenious dovices to 
cheat the Nazi censor. 

One of the repatriated Balts, tar 
instance, extremely unhappy in his 
new German home, wrote to his 
brother in Riga, Latvia: — _ 

“Everything is very nice hore, 
but T suggest you postpone your do- 
parture tor Germany until after Jan's 
wedding.” - 

Jan, the girl referred to in this 
letter, was only two ycars old. 

Another repatriated Balt tried o 
similar method to convey to friends 
at-home the true state of things in 
Nazi Germany. He wrote:— 

“We hnve not seen our old friend 
Mr. Sviestas since wo arrived.” 

Sviestas is the Lettish word for 
butter, But the German censor did 
not know that. 

British newspaper correspondents 
some time ago tried to get through 
ta their newspapers the news that 
one of the Nozi leadera was seriously 
ill 
“He has been visited by six. Har- 
ley-street men,” they wired to Lon- 
don. The Nazi censor, who was an- 
xtous not to let anything Ienk out 
‘about this illness, passcd tho -mes- 
sage. He did not know enough about 
London ‘to undorstand what ‘'Harley- 
treet” stands for'in England.- . . 
Last year‘ Jowlsh.familics in Gar- 
innny -were constantly’ writing to 
friends abroad: “My poor husband

§/ THE GERMAN GENERAL 
STAFF AND MOSCOW 


IT 18 MANY. YEARS SINCE the author of this article, 
then biographer of General von Schleicher, at that 
time Chancellor of the Reich, first drew attention to 
the ominous complicity between the German General 
Staff and the Soviets. His personal reminiscences of 
these intrigues are herewith paduced as evidence. 


“As I see it, Germany's milltary re- 
birth will result from a conjunction 
with Russia. Alliance with Bol- 
shevism? That may be putting it too 
ftrongly. Bismarck's “relnsurance" 
treaty was a diplomatic masterstroke, 
Never, like Chancellor Caprivi, would 
I fear to stake on different Issues. In 
politics I know no prejudices, You 
have heard what the “Voelkischer 
Beobachter” wrote about me? ‘His 
successes are those of n hero of ad- 
venture. Some women were ready to 
sacrifice their useless lives. They re- 
Qected however in time that jt was 
hardly worth while’—nothwithstand-

ing this I have treated with Hitler, 
It is agreeable to me to read, even 


in Alfred Rosgnberg’s “Future of a. 


German Foreign Folicy:” ‘According 
to England's attitude towards Cer- 
many, so It will be necessary to ad- 
just the relations of the Reich: to 
Moscow, whatever form they may 
Inter assume.’ Recently, jn Berlin, 
when I had to negotiate with General 
Tuchatschewskl, I was nstonished to 
find that he entertained very similar 
ideas. Do not allow yourself to be de- 
eelved by externals.

Gencral von Schleicher was mere- 
ly the faithful disciple of Colonel von 
Seekt, the real creator of the new 
Relchswehr. In order to conceal the 
German re-armamont and to prepare 
n future war against the western 
states, the. Relchswehr were ready 
to resort to any means, Their con~ 
viction was that they must act, un- 
scrupulously and without prejudice. 
Just os Napoleon wus at one time 
duped by Sharnhorst, Seeckt anc 
Schleicher Intended to doublecross 
the Western Powers and to reinstate 
Soviet Russia in the European game. 
As Httle ox Ludendorff, when he dis- 
patched Lenin to Russia in 1917; did 
they fear the consequences of an ul- 
liance with Beelzebub. 

When the German Forcign Minis- 
ter, Walter Rathenau, returned in 
April 1920 from Genoa with the 


Rapallo Treaty, which he had signed Fischer, 


with the Sovict Forcign Commissar 
Chicherin, to the surprise ‘of Poincare 
and Lloyd George, he and the Ger- 
man Chancellor Dr. Wirth encoun- 
tered the strongest opposition on the 
part of President Ebert, who abhorred 
this treaty with 
machtayelHan.. A. cabinet. crisis 
threatencd. Then Seekt obtained an 
audience with Ebert and pleaded on 
behalf of the Reichswchr for the 
Ropallo Treaty. In his book 
“Thoughts of a Soldier,” General von

created by the Treaty of Versalllcs

Wanderer in the Vold,” written after, 


the shooting of Schlageter, is a varit- 
able hymn in favour of the Natlonal- 
Bolshevist war of ‘freedom. 

In the following years, the Relch- 
swehr concluded reguior treaties with 
the Sovict State in’ order to elude 
the military clauses of the Treaty of 
Versailles and to create German re- 
armament centres in Russia. The idea’ 
was that the Soviet Union had 
emerged from the chaos as a young 


mililary power, whose tendencies’ 


were directed against the western 
Imperialism, also regarded by the 
Reichswehr ns thelr mortal enemy. 
By these pacts, close relations were 
created between the German and: the 
Russian General Staffs—relations 
which despite political tensions and 
differences have never been entirely 
broken off. They constituted the 
starting point for Ribbentrop when 
he was able to persuade Hitler to 
play the Russlan card. 

A comprehensive picture of the 
combined action that took place be- 
tween the Soviets and the Relch- 
xwehr Jn these years was given on 
December 16th, 1926, in the Relch- 
stag by the recently deceased Chun- 
cellor Scheldemann. Scheldemann 
revealed that the Relchswehr Minis- 
try included a special group which 
spent an annual sum of sixty million 
marks (about five million pounds) 
tor the manufacture of arms in the 
Soviet Union. Over a hundred Reich- 
swehr officers were given’ constant 
Ieave for special military duties in 
Russia. The present commander of 
the territorial army, General Keitel, 
then a collaborator of General Hasse, 
was one of the leaders of this Rus- 
sian group, This special group main- 


tained permanently in .Sovict Russia . 


whole, staff of officers: and: techni- 
clans. The Generals Wutzbacher ond 
Hasse, the Captain or Majors Vogt, 
von Niedermayer = and’ 
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Techunke were the directors of this 
department. General Hasse wos a‘ 
the same time chief of the political 
rection of the Relchswehr, which was 
thus in the hands of a prominent 
supporter of a Russo-' German com= 
dination. 


One of the great banks of Berlin 
held an account for “Oskar Buch- 
holz," centrallsing all the expendituie 
for the Russian arms purchases of 
the Reichswehr. To concen! these 
operations, a apcclal commercial com~ 
pany had.been founded. At first the 
Reichswehr officers employed the 
“Gesellschaft zur Foerderung Gewer- 
blicher Unternehmen” (the so-called 
GEFU). Later this name was con- 
verted into that of “Wirtschaftskon- 
-tor” (WIKO). A leading part in these 
transactions was plnycd by the Jun- 
kers olrplane works in Dessau, which 
had bullt their own factory in Sovict 
Russla, When Junkers entered into 
conflict with the Refchswehr Minis- 
try, he compiled a secret memoran- 
dum setting forth the relations be- 
tween the Relchswehr and the So- 
viet military circles, 

For a long time, the poison gas 
experiments of the Relchswehr were 
Proceeded with in Russia and for thls 
purpose the chemical factory Stolzen- 


* berg was-used by the German mlli- 


tary circles, A poison gos supply ar- 
rived one day In Hamburg, causing a 
terrible accident in which over nifty 
Persons were killed, Meanwhile, 
munition cargoes, whose contents 
were declared as hoop iron or alu- 
minium, were constantly plying be- 
tween Leningrad and Stettin.

STIRRING SPEECH 
AT LEEDS | 


“We are under no illusion about the war. 


Leeds, Yosterday. 
We 


know how great are the issues—the liberty and 
independence of our own country and the Com- 


monwealth and of all European states,’ 


said 


Lord Holifax, in a speech at Leeds to-day. 
“Neither are we under-rating the strength of our. 
enemy or the sternness of the struggle upon 


_ which we are engaged,” he continued. 


"We 


realise that to secure the victory in that strug- 


gle we require all the energy and all the reso- 
lution that we can command. 


“There is, Isn't there, 2 profound 
difference between nu Dictator and a 
democracy in thls business of war, 
A dictitor enjoys great initial ad- 
vantages. His preparations and 
policy can be made. in ecomplcte 
secrecy. The people have no part in 


that policy; they don’t know what It] - 


is. They cannot place themselves in 
opposition to ft, and, therefore, all 
actions of a Dictator uppear te the 
outside world as the expression of a 
single will. 

“In a democracy, there is no sur- 
render of private judgment. There 
is.no suppression of outside contacts, 
and there is no coerclon by sceret 
police—and admittedly that {increases 
the diMeulty of any government in 
the time of preparation and planning. 

“But when trouble comes, the 
fact that the people know the 

Government's policy and have 

approved, the government's de- 

slalon reglaters the overwhelming 
force of free men and individual 
will (applause). 


- Hitler Rates It Low: -- 


“And it is that unity of purpose 
which ‘Herr Hitler rates so low that 
will be, If I mistake not, the princl- 
ple couse of his defeat. The strain 
of modern war is very great, but 
there is no doubt in my mind, and 
T think there will be none in yours, 
thot it will be borne more easily by 
men who are in from conviction than 
by men who are in it by coercion 
Capplause).”

"T think it is certainly true that 
the instlnct of our people throughout

Present events with 
those of the 19th century, when. the 
sea-power of Britain was not chall- 
-enged.

German peoples, then it was, to my 
mind, overwhelmingly plain that we 
were once more faced by the identl- 
cal challenge of history which no 
amount of Hitler's assurances could 
disguise.” . 

Lord Halifax referred 
speech shortly after the 
which the Fuehrer “objected. strong- 
ly" when foreign statesmen said he 
had broken hls word because he had 
“carried out these revisions.” 

On -the contrary, Hitler sald, 
had carried out his solemn promise 
to the German people to put an end 
to the Versailles Treaty. In other 
words, any breach of promise was 
in Hitler's view justified if it help- 
ed him to realise his alma. 

Lord Halifax had no doubt that 
if they had abided by Hitler's assur- 
ances, he would, when he had 
strengthened his hold on Europe, 
have turned his attentlon to the malin 
obstacle. to world domination, the 
British Commonwealth ‘and France. 


Stepping Stones 


He thought: it also true 
that Hitler regarded any promise he 
made “as stepping stones to the rea- 
sation of his next ambition, and 
dny agreement with him would have 
been equally provisional.”

War Aims 

After contrasting the Jack of free- 
dom in Germany with that In Brit- 
ain, and speaking of Ribbentrop’s 
part in bringing about the war, 
Lord Hallfax compared Germany's 
war aims with those of the Allies. 
’ Germany wanted the destruction 
of the British Empire, the loot, and 
the destruction of all that the Allies 
stood for—freedom, justice and those 
principles based on the Christian 
conception of the cternal values of 
every human soul. 

Lord Halifax then went on to 
speak of what mony felt was the 
unnecessary burdens imposed by the 
present war—the restrictions, the 
taxes, the black-outs and so on. But 
he thought it Ukely that the fact 
that these precautionary measures 
had been taken deterred the enemy 
from carrying out the actions against 
which they were devised. 

Hitler's one way of winning the 
war was to strike a crushing blow at 
the beginning, when he had all the 
advantage of long preparations, 
fortifications on the west, and his 
air force. He had not attempted this 
crushing blow. Might that not be 
for the same rensons that deter o 
pully—the knowledge that he ts 
against somcone who may hit him 
back?

Speaking of the ordeal'and sacri- 
fices that war would bring, Lord 
Halifax said that the Home Front, 
though possibly ‘not so dangerous at 
the moment, was .just ns important 
to the successful prosecution, of the 
war. 

One of. the main ways ‘those «at 
home could help would be in the 
sphere of natfonal savings. ‘This 
would provide practicable help in an 
especially valuable way. —
